Constitutional forum 
postponed indefinitely 


SGA Presidents meet with Edwards 
to discuss options to budget cuts

The SGA sponsored constitution¬ 
al convention forum, planned for 
OcL 14, was postponed due to lack 
of response by the legislators invit¬ 
ed. Of the 13 legislators contacted, 
only one responded. 

Representative Melissa Flournoy, 
was the only one to say she would 
attend the forum. 

Sen. Dale Kaiser sent invitations 
to the legislators Oct. 1 which asked 
them to respond by Oct 7, 

n l would like to commend Rep. 
Melissa Flournoy on the promptness 
of her response to our forum and her 
willingness to come and face a very 
hostile crowd,'* Kaiser said. 

The SGA called the legislators 
Oct, 9, Each legislator said they 
would call back to confirm whether 
or not they could attend. 

Senator Greg Barro, Representa¬ 
tives Roy Hopkins, Roy Brun, John¬ 
nie McFerren and Billy Mont¬ 


gomery called the SGA Monday, 
Oct 12 to say they could not attend 
the forum. 

Senators Foster Campbell, Ron 
Bean, Greg Tarver, Representatives 
Danny Mitchell, Willie Singleton, 
C. O. Simpkins and Robert Adley 
had not relumed the SGA's call as 
of Wed. Ocu 14. 

*’l think it is a disgrace for these 
senators and representatives to not 
even gel back with us one way or 
another/' Kaiser said. "I could 
understand it if they had responded 
and said they couldn’t come, but to 
not even respond, that's unexcus- 
able/ 

The forum has been postponed 
indefinitely. 

’"The forum was postponed due 
to a lack of participation by our 
state legislators. 1 could not, in good 
conscience, place Rep. Flournoy 
and Ken Briekman, from the La. 
Lottery Office, on stage alone to 
face a panel of students and an 
angry audience/ Kaiser said.

Upon request from student orga- 
nizations across the state, Gov. 
Edwards called an emergency meet¬ 
ing to address the budget cuts in 
higher education. 

Joel Morgan, SGA president, 
said the meeting offered some hope 
for the students, 

"I think the meeting demonstrat¬ 
ed the governors willingness to 
address student’s concerns over the 
current crisis/ Morgan said. "As I 
have said before, we must become 
politically active. Louisiana has the 
lowest student voter turnout in the 
nation. We must change that/ 

Morgan said it is the students 
responsibility to support higher edu¬ 
cation. The legislators listen to what 
the voting majority says and unless 
the students make their voices heard 
and vote, the legislators will not lis¬ 
ten, 

1 am in the process of building a 
coalition of student voters to sup¬ 
port higher education. If we don’t 
become politically active, the future 
if Louisiana won’t be bright," Mor¬ 
gan said. 

Lane Rosen, SGA president of 
the LSU-MC in Shreveport, and 


LSUS graduate, attended the meet¬ 
ing along with 15 other university 
SGA presidents. Rosen said three 
options were discussed with the 
governor. 

One was to impose a dedicated 
tax increase. If passed the public 
would pay an additional tax which 
would go directly to higher educa¬ 
tion. 

"Of course, this was not the most 
popular option considering not too 
many people want tax increases/ 
Rosen said. 

Another option discussed was the 
possibility of protecting higher edu¬ 
cation the way secondary education 
is protected, 

"Secondary education funds can 
not be touched, and when there is a 
problem with the budget, health 
care or higher education get cut/ 
Rosen said. 

The last option was to cut other 
areas of the budget as well as higher 
education, which would greatly 
reduce the burden on higher educa¬ 
tion. 

This would involve the governor 
calling a special session of the legis¬ 
lature to essentially change the rules 
dealing with which budgets can and 
can't be cut. 

"Wc accomplished what we set 


out to do. We got him to consider a 
special session and to appear on TV 
at the rally," Rosen said. 

Rosen suggested ways for stu¬ 
dents to fight the cuts. 

A constitutional convention, held 
this summer, created Amendment 
Three. Basically, Amendment Three 
would authorize the governor access 
to secondary education funds. 

"The students need to research 
this amendment and decide whether 
or not they want to support it," 
Rosen said. 

Amendment Three will be on the 
halloL in the November elections. 

"The students need to contact 
their suue legislators and let them 
know how they feel about the cuts 
because the legislators adhere to the 
will of the voting public," Rosen 
said. "Encourage the legislators to 
support a special session to address 
the budget cuts in higher eduction," 
Rosen ihoughiThe meeting was 
productive. 

T 1 believe the governor was sin¬ 
cere and some action will be taken. 
Hopefully a special sesion wil be 
called, but that depends on how 
much pressure the students put on 
the Legislators," Rosen said.

Debate team ranks 7th out of 22 at regional competition

The answer to the question of which candi¬ 
date fared best in the recent presidential and 
vice-presidential debates depends on who you 
ask. However, there's now question of how 
well the L3US Debate Team did in its last 
tournament. The answer is: very well. 

The team competed in a regional debate 
tournament at Sam Houston University Oct 
9-11. 

It ranked seventh out of the 22 universities 
participating. The team earned three quarter¬ 
final trophies arid Kevin Hammond, the team 
captain, won a 3rd place speaker award. 

"To come out as well as we did was just 
incredible;’ Co-captain Trey Gibson said. 

The team, which consists of five students 
coached by Mary Morji" Jarzabek, competed 
in six debates over a two-day period. 

Each member had to both support and 


refute the question of whether or not the "wel¬ 
fare system exacerbates the problems of the 
urban poor in the United Stales ” 

The topic was announced in early Septem¬ 
ber. Since then, each team member has spent 
an average of 15 hours a week doing research 
and analyzation. 

Two of the members are rookies to the 


debate team. The other three have been debat¬ 
ing on the collegiate level for one or two 
years. 

"I was absolutely impressed with how well 
these guys did," Jarzabek said. "They put in a 
lot of work and it paid off.* 1 

Jarzabek also said that for the first time in 
her two years as coach* students from other 


schools were telling her how tough her team 
was. 

"I think this tournament established LSUS 
as one of the up-and-coming powers on our 
debate circuit," Kevin Hammond, captain of 
the debate team , said. 

The next stop on the tournament circuit is 
Southem-BR on Nov. 14 where "bcsLof- 
state" will be chosen. 

The recent budget cuts may put a damper 
on further tournaments* though. 

Most teams attend eight to 10 tournaments 
a semester; LSUS can only afford to attend 
five. 

Money was tight for this past tournament. 

The members' daily food allowances were 
cut from S20 a person to SIS* 

Jarzabek predicts that the team may have 
to tighten iis belt even more next semester if 
student enrollment drops, thus reducing stu¬ 
dent activity money. The student activities fee 
funds the debate team.

with regard to new industries. 
Mitchell said he thinks that the 
slow, continuous growth of smaller 
firms will provide a good base for 
future growth because they won t be 
as likely to pick up and relocate. 

The possibility for Shreveport 
and Bossier to become a warehous¬ 
ing and distribution center as the 
result of the Red River Navigation 
project provides another glimmer of 
hope for area residents." 

In the meantime* however, job 
hunters will be forced to be more 
creative in planning a career strate¬ 


gy, which will include having to 
make a few concessions. 

"There are opportunities out 
there, the challenge is to locate the 
opportunity at the right time and 
compete," said Bill Stowe, director 
of the Caddo Career Center. "There 
will probably not be enough oppor¬ 
tunities." 

His best advice: once you get 
that opportunity, start preparing for 
your next job. 

"70 percent of the jobs that will 
exist in the year 2010 don't exist 
today," he said. "The key to the 
future is knowing how to learn."

Robert Brown, President of the 
Sports Foundation, has a lot of ideas 
on how to get the community more 
involved. "They need to keep in 
close relation with the press," he 
said. "This will increase public 
opinion and give the team expo¬ 
sure." 

The recent budget cuts will not 
affect the athletic budget this 
semester. Next semester is a differ¬ 
ent story. 

The projected budget is $138,000 
for the year. This is anticipating that 
approximately 4,500 students will 
attend in the spring semester For 
every student that does not return, 
that projected amount will fall S10. 

Shaw feels that the cuts will also 


affect the program in another way. 

I think it will affect the kids indi¬ 
rectly because they will have to 
make adjustments in their schedules 
since they'll be working more," 
Shaw said. 

An example of this is Arthur 
Hicks, a senior criminal justice 
major, who had his hours cut from 
18 to 11 per week. 

So what docs all this mean to the 
athletic program? 

The booster club will become 
more important than ever. The orga¬ 
nization of officers will enable the 
booster club to give the much need¬ 
ed support to the teams since the 
budget cuts are going to deplete 
much needed funds.

The only representative wiLh the chutzpah to face the 
music. 

Senator Barro, Representatives Hopkins, Brun, McFerren and 
Montgomery should also be given a note of thanks for at least phoning, 
although past the deadline, to decline the SGA's invitation. 

Senators Bean, Tarver and Campbell, Representatives Mitchell, 
Singleton, Simpkins and Adley all chose not to return the SGA's 
repeated phone calls.
